“In this country postoffices are 
maintained tn numerous places not 
reached by telegraph systems and the 
proposed consolidation, therefore, 
would afford a favorable opportunity 
for the wide extension of telegraphic 
facilities.

The latest census figures available 
indicate that about 100,000 persons 
are connected with the telegraph com- 
panies of the United States. 

The appraised value of the systems . 
proposed to be acquired would be 
purely conjectural, but it is said it 
would be approximately $250,000,000. 

The experts who figured on the 
proposition are of the opinion that the 
existing telegraph rates could be re- 
duced at least one-third to the public 
and yet make the eperation of the 
lines profitable to the government.

AZUSA NOTES. 

AZUBA, Jan. 14.—The stockholders 
of the United States National Bank 
met*today and elected the same board 
ef directors, who later elected the fol- 
lowing officers: President, J. ‘A. 
Graves: vice-president, J, W. Calvert; 
cashier, J. H. Anderson; assistant 
cashier, C. L. Smith. The bank has 
increased its surplus to $3000 dnd de- 
clared a 4 per cent. seroi-annual 
dividend. 

The First National Bank has just 
closed the most prosperous year in ‘ts 
history, placing In the surplus an ad- 
ditional $5900 and declaring a semi- 
annual dividend of 9 per cent. The 
surplus fund js now 40 per cent. more 
than the capital stock. That this is 
very unusual is shown by the fact 
that out of 7500 national banks in the 
United States, only 1200 have a sur- 
plus equa! to their respective capitals. 
The First National is now entitled 
be placed upon the honor roll of the 
Treasury Department of the nation, 
the only bank, with one exception, in 
the valley, that has won that distinc- 
tion. Azusa banks ask as low a rate 
of interest as any banks fn the State, 
consequently their prosperity is due, 
not to extortion, but to good business 
conditions and general prosperity.

Bible Institute's Dean Says Knowl- 
@dge Without Love Is Not Only 


Law taht Power Which We Misuse 
Will Be Reactionary. 


When Dr. R. A. Torrey, who re- 
fently accepted the position of dean 
of the Los Angeles Bible Institute, 
arose to speak in Temple Auditorium, 
vesterday afternoon, he was greeted 
by applause. The meeting was held 
under the auspices of the church fed- 
aration, and by way of introduction to 
his address, Dr. Torrey said: 

“ZI feel quite at home at a meeting, 
the keynote ef which is the federa- 
tion of churches for the purpose of 
the upliftment of humanity.

While efforts were being 
made to secure an officer, Smith es- 
caped to his hotel and barricaded him- 
self in his room. le attracted a 
crowd in the streets by brandishing a 
revolver and a gun through his win- 
dow. When first arrested the Port- 
land authorities did not know just 
who their man was. After reading 
The Times story, Capt. Flammer wired 
the Portland police to hold Smith at 
all hazards. Detective Chapman was 
sent after him. armed with requisi- 
tion papers signed by the Governor. 
Among Smith's effects when ar- 
rested, was a purported $65,000 check 
on the American Savings Bankeof Se- 
attle. drawn in his favor b, hn A. 
Miller: two wigs. two beards, oney 
belt bearing a Chicago man's name, 
a large number of valuable papers be- 
longing to Mrs. Bell and some of his 
own manuscripts. 
When Detective Chapman arrived in 
Portiand the fight for Smith began. 
The application for the first cap af 
habeas corpus delayed matters sev- 
eral days.

$1000, which he had cached away. A

Eyes of Host of Educators on 
Los Angeles. 


Supt. Francis’ Reorganization 
Plans Lauded. 


“Means Revision of Educa- 
tion,” Says Keppel. 


Since the proposed reorganization 
of the public school system of Los An- 
geles was outlined exclusively in The 
Times last Tuesday the unique feat- 
ures of Superintendent Francis’s plans 
have attracted wide attention among 
educators throughout the State and 
inquiries have been received from dis- 
tant cities asking for details of the 
Los Angeles idea. 

This embraces the extension of Uni- 
versity work; planning to bring to the 
High School pupils junior college 
studies, eliminating those who must 
be content without a university finish 
and at the same time preparing such 
for practical business life without any 
of the useless impedimenta sometimes 
reguired by existing curriculums. 

The. intermediate school plan, which 
is distinctly new so far as ft relates to 
this country, tends to bridge over the 
hardest period in the student's life: 
that of transition from the graded 
school to the High School. 

TO PROMOTE HEALTH. 

Superintendent Francis states that 
Statistics show that the death rate 
among school children is greatest dur- 
ing this period than at any other time. 
The pupils are asked to change their 
entire method of study. They emerge 
from the grades. where they have 
been under the close supervision of 
a single teacher, 


and are  pro- 
jected into a veritable unknown. 
They are given a series of 


told to assimilate 
them; they must learn the habit of 
night study; instead of one they have 
severa] teachers; the personal contact 
is gone, and the pupil is adrift upon 
an uncharted sea. Asa rule the en- 
tire freshman year ts devoted to a re- 
adjustment, much of the work is lost 
and many young people at an age of 
adolescence are unable to stand the 
strain and either give up the attempt 
or lose their health. 

Tt is this condition which the inter- 
mediate schools are expected to re- 
lieve. They step in between the so- 
called common school and the High 
School. At the seventh year depart- 
mental work is introduced; the child 
is given an inkling of what is to come 
after; a process of selection and elimi- 
nation {s put into effect, and for three 
years he is led gradually through the 
rudiments of High School work to the 
doors of the upper school itself. He 
has acquired elementary training<in 


upon under the old system until the 
High School course is commenced, 
and those puplis who can go no 
further conclude their school Nfe bet- 
ter equipped with a practical educa- 
tion than can be the case under the 
old regime. This ts the theory of the 
new idea, In the development of which 
Los Angeles will be watched through- 
eut the educational world. 
“The most interesting phase of the 
experiment which Superintendent 
Francis is now making Hes in the in- 
termediate school,” said Mark Kep- 
pel, County Superintendent of Schools, 
yesterday. * is experiment is only 
possible under the present law where 
the graded and the High Schools are 
under the jurisdiction of one board. 
It could not be generally introduced 
in the county at large, where the un- 
ion High School prevails, until the 
necessary amendment is made by the 
Legislature. ‘ 
WATCHED WITH INTEREST. 
“Il am watching the Los Angeles ex- 
periment with much interest, but it 
must prove itself before it can be 
generally adopted. Personally I be- 
lieve that it will be successful. The 
Los Angeles city schools com- 
prise more than half of the county to- 
tal, and the field is an admirable one 
for the test. The only other districts 
in the county under one jurisdiction 
are Santa Monica, Long Beach, Pasa- 
dena, South Pasadena, and Monrovia. 
Glendale wants to adopt the plan, but 
until the high and graded schools can 
laced under one management 
difficulties Intervene. 
“The intermediate school is really 
an application of the German system, 
which begins at the seventh grade to 
prepare the child along one of two 
lines of study, industrial or profés- 
sional.

Speaking yesterday morning on the 
subject of “Christian Marriage,” the 
Rev. C. T. Murphy, rector of St.

“Not from the questionable jokes 
of thoughtless companions, not from 
sentimental novels, not from problem 
plays, nor from the lurid stories of our 
news vendors, should our young people 
learn the laws of sound and happy 
home-making. The word of God sup- 
piles the rules and reguiations where- 
by the young should be protected tn 


chastity and be prepared for mar- 
riage; how they shoywld find their 
mates; and having fo , how they 


indissoluble vows to translate into 
fixed habits of life the beautiful emo- 
tions .of courtship. 

“These things ought to be constant- 
ly taught the children under the 
strongly-felt sanction of God's holv 
laws. And if matrimony were thus 
‘solemnized’ in their minds, there 
would be fewer unhappy marriages 
and no divorces. And this is the bet- 
ter and scriptural way of dealing with 
the so-called ‘sex-problem’ in the 
young, far better than the methods 
of theorists who advise the premature 
unfolding of the mysteries of life, and 
even the imparting of the knowledge 
of evil, thinking thus to combat it. 
“‘And Jesus also Was bidden.. .to 
the marriage.’ Our text gives us the 
distinctive mark of a Christian mar- 
riage. The presence of our Lord at 
the wedding and in the home is the 
essential thing to anake them (Chris- 
tian and truly happy. He should al- 
ways be the first guest to be invited. 
and He should always be asked to re- 
main. The power of His love will 
smooth over the difficulties and relieve 
the deficiencies and make of every 
home a foretaste of heaven.”
